the facts and arguments that can 

be set forth, that the financial 
background of the Free State is. substantial, 
and that the new orientation of our economic 
organisation has, so far, made no serious 
encroachment on its liquid assets.”’ 

This conclusion was drawn by Professor 
T A. Smiddy at the close of a paper read at 
a meeting of the Statistical and Social In- 
cuirv Society of Ireland—Mr. J. C. M. Eason, 
Vice-President, presiding—at the Royal Irish 
Academy. Dawson street, Dublin, last night. 

Professor Smiddy spoke on the subject of 
commercial banking, with special reference to 
the balance sheets of banks operating in this 


country. 
BANKS’ DIVIDENDS 


He discussed the general nature of com- 
mercial banking with special reference to the 
investment of a substantial portion of de- 
posits in gilt-edged securities and other liquid 
assets. and observed that a higher percentage 
of total deposits of Free State banks con- 
sisted of savings-deposits than obtains in 
British banks, thereby permitting of, and 
rendering necessary, a greater ratio of in- 
vestments to deposits of the former than of 
the latter banks. : 

Professor Smiddy proceeded to point out 
that the dividends paid by the banks were 
no longer arrived at merely by a deduction 
of interest on deposits and working expenses 
from interest on loans. and advances, but 


"fy: seems justified in inferring from 


other factors entered into the basis on which | 


dividends were calculated, such as reserves 
and their rclation to earnings ón the sales of 
securities, explanation of Reserve Fund, 
hidden reserves and potentially hidden re- 
Serves. ' 

Dealing with the creation of currency, de- 
posits and credit, he said that there was no 
creation of deposits or credit in the literal 
sense of the word. There was always an ex- 
change of value and value, such as the ex- 
change of the banker’s promise to pay for 
that of the borrower's promise to pay, both 
of which were based on tangible values iden- 
tifiable somewhere. Governments were now- 
adavs the only essential sources of increased 
currency which might give rise to increased 
deposits. 


PURCHASING POWER 


“Money in the ordinary sense,” Professor 
Smiddy explained, “is not a source of pur- 
chasing power, but a medium for facilitating 
exchanges. Such instruments of business as 
money, bank cheques or deposits, promissory 
notes, stocks and shares are simply evidences 
of claims of ownership, and are incorrectly 
spoken of as wealth. . Purchasing power 


originates in the production and 
exchange of goods and services be- 
tween the various industries and 


occupations; goods and services of different 
kinds pay for one another and create demand 
for one another. Prosperity consists in the 
balanced relations of value and value in ex- 
change of different kinds, and in such cir- 
cumstances: there can be no over-production 
of any kind.” 

Referring to the items under the heading 
“‘elsewhere’’ in relation to the combined 
balance sheets of Free State banks, Professot 
Smiddy suggested the hypothesis that some of 
the deposits of Free State banks had been 
shifted to their branches ‘‘ elsewhere.’” Such 
transference, if it occurred, meant that there 
had been a change in the location of assets, 
but no change of ownership, which still re- 
mained in the Free State. 


A GREAT TOTAL 


He mentioned that the estimated value of 
ali investments and assets oí Free State 
nationals in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland was 227 million pounds. 

The conditions, he added, were set forth 
by compliance in which a decrease of net 
sterling holdings might be a national advan- 
tage; such conditions were taxation in accord- 
ance with capacity and judicious borrowing. 
Taxable capacity was always very difficult te 
assess in practice. 

Ireland, he said, had been spared the dis- 
asters that befel the banks of other countries 
from time to time owing to adventurous bank- 
ing or by deviation of the course upon which 
commercial banking could be safely conducted, 
An examination of the combined balance 
sheets of the banks conveyed the assurance of 
security, and the deposits of the banks’ 
customers, and for nearly a century no Irish 
bank had failed to pay: deposits. As long 
as commercial banks operated. to a large 
extent on savings’ deposits, and while their 
capital formed a small percentage of their 
total funds, so long would they be compelled 
to invest a large proportion of such funds in 
liquid securities. Banks in this country had 
no option but to oe their seort

municipal securities, the guantity of which, 
in proportion to the Perey of funds seeking 
investment, was small and the market narrow. 
Hence all savings banks, Post Office and other 
institutions holding trust funds, invested the 
major portion of their funds in British Govern- 
ment Securities. | 


AN ABNORMAL PERIOD 


Professor Smiddy said that the fall of 
£9,000.000 in the net sterling assets of the 
Free State banks between 1932 and 1935 had 
been cammented upon as a feature of the 
economic trend of the country that gave 
ground for apprehension, or, at least, for 
watchfuluess. That period might be regarded 
as abnormal, because the retention since June, 
1932 in suspense accounts of the land annuities 
and other payments claimed by the British, 


| namely, £4,820,000, until the second quarter 


of 1933, when they were dis of for 
the benefit of the Exchequer, increased the 
Exchequer balance in the banks, which, when 
invested in British and other securities, in- 
creased sterling assets in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland without increasing the 
liabilities in the latter places. As they were 
used in the second quarter of 1933 and on- 
wards to meet Government expenditure and 
the purchase of goods, these assets decreased. 
Any of the proceeds of that expenditure that 
reverted to the banks probably did so 
in the form of current account, thereby pre- 
venting the banks from investing as large a 
percentage, if any, of such deposits in gilt- 
edged securities as they would in the case of 
deposit savings. In addition to that, during 
the same period about £4,000,000 sought 
refuge in Free State banks during the United 
States banking crisis, and were probably 
repatriated from 1933 onwards. 

He expressed the opinion that the Banking 
Commission would probably indicate what, 
if any, changes were needed in the structure 
of the existing banking organisation to meet 
any needs which were not at present 
adequately served. 

The reason why the. Free State was a 
creditor nation was because in the past there 
was no outlet commensurate with the amount 
of savings its citizens had accumulated. 

Speaking of provision for economic develop- 
ment, Professor Smiddy said that taxation 
should not be excessive, and the Budget 
should be drawn on orthodox lines. Borrow- 
ing should be made only for productive ex- 
penditure, as far as possible. 


THE VOTE OF THANKS 


The opinion that the commercial banks in 
the Free State were good and efficient was 
expressed by Mr. Bulmer Hobson, proposing 
a vote of thanks. He remarked that they 
might give more information in their balance 
sheet. They should also, he thought, invest 
more funds at home. It was rather humiliat- 
ing to read in the papers that the Dublin 
Corporation succeeded in securing a quarter 
of a million pounds from an English insur- 
ance company, while Irish banks had got 
vast assets invested abroad. He felt it 
required more than the commercial banks to 
meet the needs occasioned by the faults of 
the present financial system. There was 
plenty of work for the country’s 140,000 un- 
employed, but the commercial banks could 
not help them, and it was necessary for the 
State to create other means. If the Banking 
Commission could not produce a solution for 
the real needs and problems of the country, 
and for the elimination of unemployment, it 
would be a failure. : 

Mr. C. Eason, who seconded, expressed his 
pleasure at the good character given to the 
country. i 

Professor G. O’Brien stressed the value cf 
external investrhents, were it not for which, 
he said, the standard of living could not have 
been maintained at such a high level durin 
the past three years, and the s80-ca 
economic war could not have been waged 
with the same measure of success. 

Dr. J. F. Burke said they were grateful 
to the lecturer for making it clear that the 
economic policy of the Government had not 
interfered with financial stability.

the facts and arguments that can 

be. set forth, that the financial 
background of the Free State is substantial, 
and that the new orientation of our economic 
organisation has, so far, made no serious 
encroachment on its liquid assets.” 

This conclusion was drawn by Professor 
T A. Smiddy at the close of a paper read at 
a meeting of the Statistical and Social In- 
quiry Society of Ireland—Mr. J.C. M. Eason, 
Vice-President, presiding—at the Royal Insh 
Academy, Dawson street, Dublin, last night. 

Professor Smiddy spoke on the subject of 
commercial banking, with special reference to 
the balance sheets of banks operating in this 
country. 


BANKS’ DIVIDENDS 


He discussed the general nature of com- 
mercial banking with special reference to the 
investment of a substantial portion of de- 
posits in gilt-edged securities and other liquid 
assets. and observed that a higher percentage 
of total deposits of Free State banks con- 
sisted. of savings-deposits than obtains in 
British banks, thereby permitting of, and 
rendering necessary, a greater ratio of in- 
vestments to deposits of the former than ol 
the latter banks. : 

Professor Smiddy proceeded to point, out 
that the dividends paid by the banks were 
no longer arrived at merely by a deduction 
of interest on deposits and working expenses 
from interest on loans and advances, but 
other factors entered into the basis on which 
dividends were calculated, such as reserves 
and their relation to earnings ‘on the sales of 
securities, explanation of - Reserve Fund, 
hidden reserves and potentially hidden re- 
Serves. 

Dealing with the creation of currency, de- 
posits and credit, he said that there was no 
creation of deposits or credit in the literal 
sense of the word. There was always an ex- 
change of value and value, such as the ex- 
change of the banker’s promise to pay for 
that of the borrower's promise to pay, both 
of which were based on tangible values iden- 
tifiable somewhere. Governments were now- 
adavs the only essential sources of increased 
currency which might give rise to increased 
deposits, ' 


PURCHASING POWE 


“Money in the ordinary sense,” Professor 
Smiddy explained, “is not a source of pur- 
chasing power, but a medium for facilitating 
exchanges. Such instruments of business as 


s oe seems justified in inferring from 


_ money, bank cheques or deposits, promissory 


notes, stocks and shares are simply evidences 
of claims of ownersnip, and are incorrectly 
spoken of as wealth. Purchasing power 


originates in the production and 
exchange of goods and services be- 
tween __ the various industries and 


occupations: goods and services of different 
kinds pay for one another and create demand 
for one another. Prosperity consists in the 
balanced relations of value and value in ex- 
change of different kinds, and in such cir- 
cumstances there can be no over-production 
of any kind.”’ 

Referring to the items under the heading 
“‘elsewhere’’ in relation to the combined 
balance sheets of Free State banks, Professot 
Smiddy suggested the hypothesis that some of 
the deposits of Free State banks had been 
shifted to their branches ‘‘ elsewhere.’’ Such 
transference, if it occurred, meant that there 
had been a change in the location of assets, 
but no change of ownership; which stil] re- 
mained in the Free State. 


A GREAT TOTAL - 


He mentioned that the estimated value of 
all investments and assets of’ Free State 
nationals in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland was 227 million pounds. 

The conditions, he added, were set forth 
by compliance in which a decrease of net 
sterling holdings might be a national advan- 
tage; such conditions were taxation in accord- 
ance with capacity and judicious borrowing. 
Taxable capacity was always very difficult te 
assess in practice. 

Ireland, he said, had been spared the dis- 
asters that befel the banks of other countries 
from time to time owing to adventurous bank- 
ing or by deviation of the course upon which 
commercial banking could be safely conducted. 
An examination of the combined balance 
sheets of the banks conveyed the assurance of 
security, and the deposits of the banks’ 
customers, and for nearly a century no Irish 
bank had failed to pay: deposits. As long 
as commercial banks operated to a large 
extent on savings’ deposits, and while their 
capital formed a small percentage of their 
total funds, so long would they be compelled 
to invest a large proportion of such funds in 
liquid securities. Banks in this country had 


, mo option but to retain in their portfolios 
uantity of Government and- 
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municipal securities, the guantity of which, 
in proportion to the Far of funds seeking 
investment, was small and the market narrow. 
Hence all savings banks, Post Office and other 
institutions holding trust funds, invested the 
major portion of their funds in British Govern- 
ment Securities, 


AN ABNORMAL PERIOD 


Professor Smiddy said that the fall of 
£9,000.000 in the net sterling assets of the 
Free State banks between 1 and 1935 had 
been cammented upon as a feature of the 
economic trend of the country that gave 
ground for apprehension, or, at least, for 
watchfulness. That period might be regarded 
as abnormal, because the retention since June, 
1932 in suspense accounts of the land annuities 
and other payments claimed by the British, 
namely, £4,820,000, until the second quarter 
of 19353, when they were dis of for 
the benefit of the Exchequer, increased the 
Exchequer balance in the banks, which, when 
invested in British and other securities, in- 
creased sterling assets in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland without increasing the 
liabilities in the latter places. As they were 
used in the second quarter of 1933 and on- 
wards to meet Government expenditure and 
the purchase of goods, these assets decreased. 
Any of the proceeds of that expenditure that 
reverted to the banks probably did so 
in the form of current account, thereby pre- 
venting the banks from investing as large a 
percentage, if any, of such deposits in gilt- 
edged securities as they would in the case of 
deposit savings. In addition to that, during 
the same period about £4,000,000 sought 
refuge in Free State banks during the United 
States banking crisis, and were probably 
repatriated from 1933 onwards. 

He expressed the opinion that the Banking 
Commission would probably indicate what, 
if any, changes were needed in the structure 
of the existing iii organisation to meet 
any needs which were not at present 
adequately served. i 

The reason why the Free State was a 
creditor nation was because in the past there 
was no outlet commensurate with the amount 
of savings its citizens had accumulated. 

Speaking of provision for economic develop- 
ment, Professor Smiddy said that taxation 
should not bé excessive, and the Budget 
should be drawn on orthodox lines. Borrow- 
ing should be made only for productive ex- 
penditure, as far as possible. 


THE VOTE OF THANKS 


The opinion that the commercial banks in 
the Free State were good and efficient was 
expressed by Mr. Bulmer Hobson, proposing 
a vote of thanks. He remarked that they 
might give more information in their balance 
sheet. They should also, he thought, invest 
more funds at home. It was rather humiliat- 
ing to read in the papers that the Dublin 
Corporation sucteeded in securing a quarter 
of a million pounds from an English insur- 
ance company, while Irish banks had got 
vast assets invested abroad. He felt it 
required more than the commercial banks to 
meet the needs occasioned by the faults of 
the present financial system. There: was 
plenty of work for the country’s 140,000 un- 
employed, but the commercial banks could 
not help them, and it was necessary for the 
State to create other means. If the Banking 
Commission could not produce a solution for 
the real needs and problems of the country, 
and for the elimination of unemployment, it 
would be a failure, 

Mr. C. Eason, who seconded, expressed his 
pleasure at the good character given to the 
country. ' : 

Professor G. O'Brien stressed the value cf 
external investments, were it not for which, 
he said, the standard of living could not have 
been maintained at such a high level durin 
the past three years, and the so-called 
economic war could not have been waged 
with the same measure of success. . 

Dr. J. F. Burke said they were grateful 
to the lecturer for making it clear that the 
economic policy of the Government .had not 
interfered with financial stability.

R. RUDYARD KIPLING, poet oí 
M Empire, was buried in Westminster 
Abbey, London, yesterday. The urn 
containing his ashes was placed in that quict 
corner in the south transept consecrated to 
the memory of those who excelled in the 
written word—the great masters oÍ verse 
and prose. : 

All that remains of him now rests In the 
poets’ corner. Quite close he the ashes o! 
lis great contemporary and friend, Thomas 
Hardy, whose heart is buried in the soil ol 
his native Wessex, and another near neigh- 
bour is Charles Dickens. 


SIMPLE SERVICE 


The Burial Service, quiet and simple as it 
was, conducted with a minimum of pomp and 
ceremony. at the same time gave expression 
to the place which Kipling holds -in the 
minds of the nation. Mr. "Reldwin, Prime 
Minister, and cousin of Mr. Kipling, was one 
of the pall-bearers. Admiral of the Fleet 
Sir Roger Keyes and Field-Marshal Sir 
Archibald Montgomery-Massingbred, Chie! 
of the Imperial General Staff, represented the 
Services. The other pall-bearers were :—Siw 
Fabian Ware, Mr. A. B. Ramsay, Master ol 
Magdalene College, Cambridge, of which Mr. 
Kipling was an Honorary Fellow; Mya. H. A. 
Gwynne, and Mr. A. S. Watt. 

Seated in a group together in the Abbey 
were the relatives of the dead poet. Sad and 
pale-faced sat his widow. His daughter, Mrs. 
George Banbridge, was there with her hus- 
band, Captain George Bambridge. The other 
family: mourners included:—Mrs. Stanley 
Baldwin, Miss Betty Baldwin, Mr. Oliver 
Baldwin and Mr. A. W. Baldwin. 


THE PROCESSION 


Sir James Barrie was to have represented 


the great body of Mr. Kipling’s fellow- 
craftsmen among the pallbearers, but he 
was unable to attend, as he has caught a 
cold. His place among the pallbearers was 
taken by Professor J. W. Mackail, O.M. 

The choir and clergy moved in a pro- 
cession into the Abbey singing Dr. Croft's 
beautiful setting of the opening sentences o! 
the burial service, ‘‘I am the Resurvection 
and the Life, saith the Lord.” Borne with 
the procession was a catafalque covered with 
a Union Jack. the pallbearers walking beside 
it. Within it was a marble casket. contain- 
ing the ashes of the dead poet. 

The catafalque was placed at the end of 
the chancel steps. While everyone stood to 
join in the singing of the hymn, “ Abide 
With Me,” the catafalque, preceded by a 
cress-bearer, was taken in procession to 
Poets’ Corner. Following the catafalque 
came the clergy in their vestments of purple 
and gold and the chief mourners, at whose 
head was Mrs. Kipling, a black veil covering 
her face. 

Clergy and pallbearers grouped themselves 
round the square of purple velvet, and Mrs. 
Kipling, with her son-in-law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. Bambridge, moved to the

The immense importance of research in 
every branch of medicine is acknowledged 
on all sides; yet *the subject of the 
maintenance of the research worker is a |! 
dificult problem. The suggestion made 
recently that a special ‘fund be established 
for that purpose finds its echo in pagan 
Ireland. Then, in order that the 
physicians might “ live honourably,” a 
certain income was secured to them 
annually by the King. They were treated 
with the greatest respect, and had special 
places reserved for them at the Royat 
banquetting hall at Tara. While in 
attendance on a patient a doctor was 
entitled by law to his diet, along with 
four of his pupils; but, if he failed 
through lack of skill to effect a cure, he 
was obliged to refund the fees and pay 
back all the expenses of his keep, “a 
measure,” the chronicler adds  sagely, 
“which, no doubt, greatly stimulated the 
serious attention of the learned ollamhs 
of healing to the case in hand.”’ 

From the most remote times the art of 
healing has always been associated with 
religion, and the physicians of pagan 
Ireland formed a branch of the Druid 
priesthood. Hence the awe in which the 
simple people heid the medicine men. One 
of the greatest of these was the learned 
Fioneen, who was called ‘‘the prophet 
physician ” from his skill in diagnosis, 
He practised his art in the first pre- 
Christian hospital: in Ireland. It was. 
erected near the palace of the King at 
Tara, and was known by the rather 
dubious title of “ The House of Sorrows.”’

LEGISLATION

procedure which, while retaining the Royal 
\ssent, would do away with the necessity for 
Parliamentary contrel or approval. Any such 
measure, however, must not only be passed 
y all three Houses of the Church Assembly, 
but also approved by resolutions passed by 
the Convocations of Canterbury and York, 
and twice approved by resolutions passed by 
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the Diocesan Conferences of not less es 
three-quarters of the English dioceses. These 
requirements, it is thought, would give full 
Opportunity for the expression of lay opinion, 
The Archbishops must also certify that, in 
their opinion, the measure is “ neither con- 
trary to nor mdicative of any departure from 
the fundamental doctrines and principles of 
the Church of England,” as set forth in the 
Thirty-Nine Articles and the Book of Common 
Prayer. 

In order to authorise this new procedure, 
a new Enabling Act, applicable to 

Spiritual ”” measures only, would be neces- 
sary. A draft bill for this purpose is set out 
on pages 62 and 63 of the report. 

in one important respect, however, the 
Commissioners differ from the report of 1926.

PASTORAL AUTHORITY 


Side by side with these proposals for the 
reform of the existing courts, the Commis: 
sioners suggest that in everv diocese the 
bishop should be enabled to hold a “ pas- 
toral "” court, with the object of dealing 
administratively, so far as possible, with 
questions of doctrine, ritual, ceremony or 
liturgical use, with an appeal, where neces. 
sary, to a tribunal of provincial bishops 
These pastoral tribunals would in themselves 
possess no compulsory legal powers. Their 
directions would be given administratively by 
way of censure or monition. But the Com- 
missioners think that in most cases the pas- 
toral monition of the bishop, or of the pro- 
vincial tribunal in case of an appeal, would 
secure obedience, and in case of disobedienz 
they recommend that the complainants shoul: 
be entitled to take proceedings in the ord:- 
nary courts without having to obtain the 
sanction of the bishop. 

In a passage headed “ An Interim Pro- 
posal’’ attention is drawn to the extreme 
rigidity of the law of public worship as laid 
down by the Acts of Uniformity and inter- 
eae by the Judicial Committee of the 

rivy Council, and also to the moral difficulty 
caused by the Declaration of Assent under 
the Clerical Subscription Act, 1865, whica 
obliges every clergyman to declare that in 
public prayer and administration of the Sacra. 
ments he will use ‘‘the form in the said 
book prescribed, and none other, except se 
far as shall be ordered by lawful authority.” 
The effect of this declaration, as interpreted 
by the Privy Council, appears to be that 
‘every priest solemnly undertakes to do that 
which, in fact, none of them actually per- 
forms.”

ENGLISH GIRL FLYER IN 


CRASH

sv MADRID, Thursday, 

An English girl flyer, Miss Betty 
Malcolm, of Bournemouth, was killed this 
merning when her machine, a Gipsy Moth 
(Gadul) crashed into a hangar near 
Alicante, and caught fire. She was flying 
alone to Cairo for the flying meeting there, 
and had arrived at Alicante at 11.45 this 
morning from Barcelona to re-fuel. 

Disaster overtook her as she was taking 
off again at 12.30. 

According to eye-Wwitnesses she did not 
take the full run of the aerodrome, but 
started from the middle of the field. One 
wing, it is stated, touched the ground, and 
the machine swung round and dashed into 
a hangar. The pilot was burned to death 
before help could reach her. She was 
burned almost beyond recognition. Her 
luggage and belongings are now being 
taken care of at the flyinge field. 

Miss Malcolm left London about ten 
days ago, and flew ria Le Bourget and 
Lyons. She had had considerable exper!- 
ence in flying in Europe. Last year she 
completed a solo tour over most of the 
Continent, taking just over a month for 
the trip. I ene hop on that occasion she 
flew from Munich to Paris, a distance of 
over 500 miles, in four and three-quarter 
hours. | 

Miss Malcolm was the daughter of 
General Henry Huntley Leigh Malcolm, 
retired. of Bournemouth. She was a keen 
motorist as well as flyer. In November, 
1934, she caused some anxiety when she 
was missing for a week while on a tour 
from Genoa across the Alps to Munich 
and Frankfort. Police combed Southern 
Germany for her. Eventually she returned 
safe and sound to England.

THE SQUIRE AND - 
THE KING 


- 


In an editorial article The Times 
remarks to-day: Leaving home for the last 
time, King George left it in the character 
in which he had lived there—the Squire of 
Sandringham, the master and friend of 
scores of the workers and dwellers in rural 
England—men, women and children whose 
work and whose lives were known to him, 
and whose welfare he made, so far as pos- 
sible, his personal care. Not~so adven- 
turously and so far afield as his heir, but 
seriously and practically, King George 
was a farmer; his life at Sandringham was 
the life of a country gentleman among his 
own people, who saw in him the squire 
first, the King second. So it was also at 
Balmoral. He was there the laird, and 
his being in residence was so much the 
natural thing that strangers were surprised 
at the apparent indifference with which the 
people on the estate treated his presence 
among them. 

In the country, living a family life on 
his own place, among his own people, 
King George was happiest, and for all 
who loved him there is consolation in the 
thought that the end caie_ peacefully 
upon him in the home that he loved best. 


‘But on that love of home, on that country 


life of practical knowledge and detailed 
interest, hung much more than his per- 
sonal happiness. Half a thought spared 
to Versailles, to the villegiature of the 
Trianon and the pinchbeck rusticities of 
the. Petit Trianon and the Hameau, 
reveals the gulf between two conceptions 
of kingship. One aflirms the unlikeliness 
of Royalty to the rest of humanity, the 
other affirms its likeness. Out of the 
common pleasures, occupations and inte- 
rests of life it builds up its towering ideal 
of service. Starting with the nearest and 
simplest duties to immediate dependents, 
it unfolds with increasing opportunity, 
increasing obligation, until a vast Empire 
is ruled in the same spirit as a country 
estate. _ 

Yesterday the Squire of Sandringham 
left home for the last time. He will be at 
home no more until he is laid to rest in 
what by convention is his last home, 
where he will sleep with his father and 
his mother, and the beloved sister, whose 
funeral he attended but a few weeks ago. 
The second stage of his last journey 
marked a change. When the train arrived 
in London those who were assembled to 
meet it were awaiting, not the Squire of 
Sandringham, but King George of Eng- 
But not yet had the full pomp and 
State of Empire claimed him. The Im- 
perial Crown was laid upon the coffin, but 
the mournets—the King, the Princes of 
the blood Royal and certain members of 
the Royal household—went on foot, bare- 
headed and in plain clothes. Queen Mary 
—for twenty-five years Queen Mary to her 
people, and for many years to come, 
it may be hoped, Queen Mary still 
—with the other Royal ladies, 
drove round another way to the 
common destination. It was not then the 
(Crown, not any form of grandeur, of grace, 
or Of splendour, but the shortness, the 
severity of the procession, which held the 
eye and impressed the mind. At the far 
end of the slow and solemn journey more 
august honours awaited the dead Monarch. 
For the moment, in the streets of London, 
with the plain London crowd in all its 
immobility and inexpressiveness under 
sorrow, massed, silent and still, upon the 
pavements, the object of the general grief 
and reverence could not be the country 
gentleman, yet did not seem to be the 
ruler of the Empire’ It was the King of 
England, passing for the last time through 
the capital of England. 

There were Kings of England long 
before there was a British Empire, an 
King George, as we have.lately read, was 
so proud of nothing as of the antiquity 
of his kingly office and his birthright as 
an Englishman. Yesterday afternoon, in 
the dim and wintry light, London, which 
but a few months ago had cheered and 
waved to her King as, smiling and erect, 
he drove through the sunshine and the 
gaiety of flags and streamers, gathered 
him once more to her heart in silence 
and awe, as, silent himself now and still,

The Royal Salute 


Only a few minutes had clapsed when 
the signal for another Roval salute was 
given, and four mounted policemen trotted 
into the Yard, drawing to one side as tli 
six horses drawing the gun-carriage cam 
along with their burden.

burned over his coffin as it rested on a purple-draped catafalque.

The dead King was borne yesterday from the village church at Sandringham to London. He 
came back to a capital hushed with grief. Great crowds lined the route from King s Cross. 


_The coffin, borne on a gun carriage, was swathed in the Royal Standard. Upon it rested the 
Imperial Crown, the jewels glowing softly in the dim afternoon Báis. One simple cross oí pink and 
white carnations lay at the head.

It is etieinlly announced that 
Tuesday next, the day of the late 
Kings funeral will not be pro- 
claimed as a day of public 


mourning, since it is felt that the 


suspension of business activity in- 
volved would probably cause wide- 
spread hardship and loss. 

His Majesty's Ministers have 
ascertained that it is His Majesty's 
wish that the people should on 
Tuesday mark the solemnity of the 
occasion of the late King’s funeral 
in such a manner as each may 
think appropriate, according to the 
circumstances in which he finds 
himself; for His Majesty knows 
well that the late King will be con- 
stantly in the thoughts of his people 
throughout the day. 

His Majesty's Ministers would 
suggest the observance of two 
minutes silence during the period 
of the Funeral Service at St. 
George s Chapel, Windsor. The 
exact time will be announced to- 
day. It will be shortly after mid- 


ay. 

His Majesty's Ministers believe 
that this suggestion will most fully 
accord with the feelings of His 

ajesty s subjects. 

o ofhcial ruling has been given 
on such guestions as to whether 
public functions should be held 
during the period of national and. 
Court mourning, whether shops 
should close on the day of the 
funeral, and soon. The view in 
official quarters is that during the 
period of national mourning, that 
is until after the funefal, only 
essential business meetings should 
be held, and that social functions 
should not take place. 

After the funeral all business 
will naturally go on as usual, and 
the question of social functions 
must be left to the feelings of those 
concerned. he view in authori- 
tative quarters is that to close shops 
on the day of the funeral, at any 
rate in London, would be a proper 
mark of respect. The decision 
must, however, be left to the trades’ 
associations and the individual 
traders concerned. 

So far as the official business is 
concerned, all Government offices 
will be closed on Tuesday, and this 
course will generally be conducted 
throughout the Government 
service.

EVERE fighting is in progress on the 
Northern and Southern fronts in 
Abyssinia. Italians and Abyssinians 
claim victories on both fronts. In the 
South Ras Desta, on the left flank of the 
Italians, continues to withdraw to stronger 
positions before the advancing troops ol 
General Graziani. 
General Nasibu, the Abyssinian Com- 


mander-in-Chief, is reported to be pressing - 


southwards towards Graziani’s centre. 
General Graziani is holding a line over 
450 miles long with about 75,000 troops. 
Pressure on his centre and right flank by 
Nasibu will relieve Ras Desta. 

In the North the Ethiopians claim a 
success in the Tembien Heights that com- 
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mand Makale Thev say that thousands 
of Italians have been killed. 

Marshal Badoglio’s communiqué speaks 
of heavy fighting in this area, and it 
appears that a determined effort is to be 
made to prevent the recapture of Makale, 
the immediate cbjective of tha 
Abvssinians. 


ITALIAN GUNS TAKEN

ADDIS ABABA, Thursday. 

A big: battle which started in the Ticro 
province last Sunday is still continuing. 
It is stated that the Abvssinians, after 
breeking up an Italian offensive counter- 
attacked and occupied a number of im- 
portant: strategic positions. “' Several 
thousand ” Italians are said to have been 
killed in the battle, which is raging with 
creat violence in the vicinity of Makale. 
The faét that a large quantity of guns 
and other supplies have been capture 
shows that the Abvssinians pierced “the 
Italian lines, to an appreciable depth. 

The fighting is described as being of the 
fiercest character, with hand-to-hand en- 
counters, bavonet charges, air bombing, 
and machine-gun action. The Abyssinian 
losses are not stated, but are admitted to 
be Severe. 


SEVENTY-MILE FRONT 


From unofficial sources it is learned that 
the troops of Ras Sevoum, Ras Imru, and 
possibly Dedjasmatch Ayelu, are co- 
operating in the operations, which means 
that the whole front of 70 miles from the 
south-west of Makale, to the south-west of 
Aksum, is in action, with continuous fight- 
ing night and day. 

An unconfirmed report states that the 
forces of ‘the  seventy-vear-old War 
Minister, Ras Mulugheta, have been in- 
volved in a battle east of Makale, and that 
Ras Mulugheta has died of natural causes. 
The hero of the moment is Major Dagne 
Wodajo, who brought down with rifle fire. 
a three-engined Caproni bomber. Major 
Dagne, who studied at St. Cvr, the French 
Military Academy, commands a hattalion 
of the Imperial Guard. He is to receive 
from the Emperor's own hands the highest 
Ethiopian military decoration. His Caproni 
brings the total number of Italian ‘planes 
brought down since the outbreak of war 
to fourteen, according to Ethiopian 
statistics. 


NEWS OF VICTORY 


The first news of the victory came from 
Ras Kassa, who is in position south-west 
of Makale. The-news spread rapidly from 
mouth to mouth, and the whole population 
of the capital turned out in high glee to 
celebrate.

BELFAST, Thursday. 
T secs will be stately ceremonial at 


Stormont to-morrow, when the 
Governor (the Duke of Abercorn) will 
proclaim King Edward VIII. as “our 
rightful Sovereign.” 
The Governor ‘will be attended by the 


Minister of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates) and his suite, and will arrive at the 
Massey Avenue Gate at Stormont at 
10.50 a.m. and proceed to the east entrance 
of the Houses of Parliament, where he will 
be received with a Royal salute by a guard 
of honour of the Ist Battalion the Border 
Kegiment, with band. 

A meeting of the Northern Ireland Privy 


Council will be held in the Conference Room, 
at which the Governor will take and sub- 
scribe the Oath of Allegiance and the official 
oath to His Majesty King Edward VI. 
The other members of the Privy Council will 
then be sworn, the oaths being administered 
by the Clerk of the Council (Sir Charles 
Blackmore). 

At the conclusion of the meeting, accord- 
ing to the official programme, the doors of 
the Conference Room will be thrown open, 
and ‘‘certain gentlemen of quality” will 
join the members of the Privy Council. 

The Proclamation acknowledging the new 
King will then be read, approved and 
signed. The Governor will then announce 
that the Proclamation will he on the table 
to enable all persons present to sign it. 

The members of the Senate and of the 
House of Commons will assemble in their 
Chambers at 12.30 o'clock and move in pro- 
cession to special seats in the Central Hall. 
All other invited persons will also take their 
places in the hall. The Maces of both Houses 
will be placed in front of the Speakers. 

On the arrival of the Governor at the 
top of the grand staircase in the Central 
Hall buglers will sound a flourish, and the 
assembled company will rise and yzemain

standing throughout the ceremony. As the 
Governor arrives at the dais the Maces will 
be covered. | 

The Governor will then address; the 
assembly, and proclaim that “ His, Majesty 
King Edward VII. is our nghtful 
Sovereign.” 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
Proclamation the buglers will sound a 
flourish. . The National Anthem will be 
played by the band in the grounds on a 
signal from the Central Hall, and a salute 
of 21 guns will -be fired by a battery 
stationed in the grounds of the Houses of 
Parliament. 

At the termination of the gun salute the 
members of the Senate and of the House of 
Commons will return to their respective 
Chambers, where the members will take the 
Oath of Allegiance. 

The ceremonial will conclude at 12.50 with 
the inspection of the guard of. honour by 
the Governor. 

On Saturday the Senate and House ol 
Commons will meet specially to pass and 
record a resolution of sympathy to the King 
and the Queen Mother.

HE pea soup fog which enveloped the 
T political situation in France _ to-day 
somewhat lifted to-night when M. 
Albert Sarraut, the right wing Radical Sena- 
tor and former Premier, who had been asked 
by the. President to form a Cabinet, an- 
nounced that he was persevering in this task. 
Many persons had prophesied that the 
dinner gong would sound his failare, but M. 
Sarraut declares that he has received strong 
encouragement from all the politicians he 
has consulted—namely, M. Bouisson and M. 
Jeanneney, Presidents of the Chamber and 
Senate, M. Laval, M. Herriot, and the other 
gow Racical leaders, and M, Flandin and 
[. Mandel, of the Right and Centre Parties. 
Among those whom M. Sarraut hopes to 
see to-night are two former Finance Minis- 
ters, M. Germain Martin and M. Bonnet, 
whilé to-morrow he proposes to consult M. 
Regmer, M. Laval’s Finance Minister, on 
the financial situation. Not until these con- 
sultations have been concluded will M. Sar- 
raut_ be able to make any definite reply to 
the President’s request that he should form 
a new Cabinet. 


PARTIES’ ATTITUDE 

To-day the Right Group fulminate against 
the Radicals '- for stabbling M. Laval in the 
back ’’—by the sudden resignation of six 
Ministers—and demanded a continuance of 
M. Laval’s policies at home and abroad. 

The Socialists, on the other hand, have 
not only excommunicated M. Laval, but 
placed M. Laval’s foreign policy on the 
index. The: Radicals stand between these 
two parties, and it will require consummate 
jugglery on M. Sarraut’s part to blend to- 
gether the three distinct political hues of, the 
Chamber, which is far from being a hundred 
per cent. tricolour. 

In the meantime, the country, which is 
heartily sick of political. crisis, and only 
prays for tranquility and an opportunity for 

usiness recovery, hopes that the problem 
will soon be solved. 

Whether M. Sarraut, if successful, will 
shunt the french foreign policy on to the 
British track of the whole hog for the League 
covenant and collective security is not yet 
known, but one thing is certain, that he will 
stand pat for the defence of the gold franc 
and against devaluation, 

There was a stormy meeting of the Radicals 
this evening, at which extremists opposed any 
idea of a concentration Cabinet. It took all 
M. Herriot’s powers of persuasion to calm 
down. their ruffled feelings, but he succeeded, 
and in the end the meeting voted for a motion 
proposed by M. Daladier expressing confidence 
that M. Sarraut would realise the Radical pro- 
gramme. 

M. Sarraut can now he sure of the united 
support of the Radical Party even if his 
Cabinet includes elements of the Centre. 

M. Sarraut stated to-night that he could 
not give a reply to the President’s request

After negotiations lasting until an 
early hour to-day, the League published 
this morning the reply of Herr Greiser, 
‘the President of the Danzig Senate, to 
the charges brought against his Nazi 
Government in the free City of Danzig. 
His reply is, in effect, a complete denial 
of the allegations made by the League’s 

High Commissioner, Mr. Sean Lester. 
Herr Greiser accuses Mr. Lester of 
having failed to produce proof of the anti- 
constitutional policy of his Government. 
‘A policy which is in harmony with 
the independent jurisprudence of the 
highest constitutional tribunal,” he 
adds, ‘‘cannot be contrary to the Con- 

stitution guaranteed by the League.”’ 
The Opposition newspapers and the 
Trade Union Confederation were banned, 
says Herr Greiser, because of their 
illegal activities. With regard to the 
charges that the “man behtnd the 
throne’’ in Danzig was Albert Forster, 
the Nazi leader of the city, Herr Greiser 
says: ‘‘ Forster’s actions can only be 
judged from the party standpoint. 
Naturally, in this capacity he exercises 
an influence over the Government Party, 
as cannot fail to be the case in any 
democratic State. He takes no part in 

Government affairs, however.” 


BELFAST HOTEL 
STRIKE 


CARTERS STOP 
DELIVERIES

BELV AST, Thursday. 

The truce in the Belfast strike of hotel 
waiters terminated at noon to-day, Alder- 
man Luke Hogan, M.B.E., J.P., of the 
strikers’ union, stated that during the truce, 
called in consequence of the death of King 
George, an effort was amde to settle the 
strike, but asa reply was not received from 
the Belfast and. North of “Ireland Hotel 
Association at noon to-day the. strike has 
been resumed, 

Arising out of the dispute there was a 
stoppage this morning of approximately a 
hundred carters employed by a local carrying 
firm. Alderman L. McCurdy, of the Amal- 

amated Transport and General’ Workers’ 
Calon, stated that the stoppage was unofficial 
and had developed as the result of two 
carters delivering goods in connection. with 
the hotel dispute. “I got all the “men 
together,’ he said, “and they agreed to re- 
sume work at one o’clock,and I have arranged 
to meet representatives of the firms con- 
cerned,”’ 

Mr. J. T .Boyd, secretary. of the Hotel 
Association, stated this evening : “ The truce, 
which was suggested by the union and which 
was immediately agreed to b Fm, 
was that the union should withdraw all 
embargoes until after the King’s funeral and 
that the hotel managers would not order any- 
thing beyond normal supplies. Every manager 
has honourably kept that agreement, and we 
can ‘substantiate ‘our claim that the’ union 
has shown a complete breach of faith.. From 
Tuesday, the day on which the truce started, 
up till to-day there was constant interference. 
It was never suggested by the. Association 
that the truce would: expire, at 12. noon on 
Wednesday; it was always understood and 
accepted by the members of the Association 
that it would continue until after the King’s 
funeral. In regard to the hotels which are 
affected, the managements have been able to 
replace without difficulty the employés who 


were withdrawn, and business is being carried 
on as usual,” 


RUPTURE WITH 
URUGUAY 


| “CHEESE “AND “A 
HOSTILE ACT 
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GENEVA, Thursday. 
HE Council Chamber of the League 
of Nations was the scene to-day of a 
striking verbal duel between the U.S.S.R. 
and Uruguay. 

The duel, which was fought. by .M. 
Litvinoff and Sejfior Guani, arose out of 
the action of Uruguay in breaking off 
relations and dismissing the Soviet repre- 
sentative whom they accused of fomenting 
revolution in Brazil. 

M. Litvinoff contends that Uruguay’s 
action was a hostile act and a violation 
of the Covenant of the League. Sefior 
Guani aruged that it was a purely 
domestic matter. and that Uruguay was 
not bound to explain or justify her 
reasons for the rupture. 

The offensive was launched by M. 
Litvinoff in a striking speech, which led 
to a protest by Baron Aloisi at certain 
allusions to Italy. 

M. Litvinoff said that the trouble arose 
through the refusal of the U.S.S.R. to 
purchase 200 tons of Uruguay cheese. 

He gave a long list of revolutions az. 
insurrections which, he said, had occurred 
in both Uruguay and Brazil before any 
question of Soviet representation arose. 
and after alluding to the fact that the 
rulers of both countries had obtained 
power by revolution 

ussia, suggested that neither country 
needed any guidance from outsiders in the 
art of running revolutions. 

Sefior Guani retorted by giving a list of 
the occasions on which Soviet diplomats 
had been accused of abusing their diplo- 
matic immunities—among them-the Arcos 
raid in London—and pointed out that. to 
protect themselves, many countries had 
had to impose conditions upon Soviet re- 
presentation. 

The events in Brazil, he contended, were 
clearly due to foreign instigation, assisted 
by the presence’ of Soviet representatives 
in Uruguay. Uruguay’s action was taken 
in the interests of. peace and order in 
South America. 

An animated debate followed. 

Eventually, M. ‘Tituleseu (Rumania) 
accepted. the thankless task of endeavour- 
ing, with the assistance of Sefior Mada- 
riaga (Spain) and M. Monch (Denmark), 
to make a report which would reconcile 
the aims of both parties. 

This report will probablv not be due 
until the next meeting of the Council in 
May. 

M. Litvinoff challenged Sefior Guani to 
produce before the Council any proof of 
the existence of the cheque which the 
Uruguayans alleged had been paid to 
foment rebellion in Brazil. 

Seftor Guani retorted that, in the first 
place, Uruguay had a perfect right to 
break off diplomatic relations in any case, 
and. in the second case, the various par- 
ticulars regarding the cheque were vonfi- 
dential—were police secrets and banking 
secrets. .

The majority of the people were 
English-speaking; consequently, parallel to 
the Irish revival, he held, there was a 
legitimate place for an Irish literature ™ 
the English tongue, expressive of the men- 
tality, the environment, the varied outlook 
of modern Ireland, Such a literature should 
spring from, and should mirror, the native 
genius of the country. The provision of 
such literature seemed to him of paramount 
importance. In less than forty years, Anglo- 


Irish literature had run the whole gamut 


of paganism. From the wild dream of 
romanticism it had passed to the cynicism, 
the nihilism, the materialism and utter 
despair of more recent years. A.E.’s 
‘“Tdealism in Ireland; Priest or Hero”’ 
seemed an undisguised plea for paganism as 
against Christianity. 

Mr. Lennox Robinson, the most. brilliant 
writer, perhaps, working for the Insh stage, 
was at first sight Irish and proud of it, 
but beneath all that was a rather sour- 
faced, impatient and bilious observer of the 
failures of Irish life. He lacked the en- 
livening sympathy. which went. to make the 
really great writer, as witness his sporling of 
what might have been a splendid piece of work 
The dominant 
characteristic of whatever philosophy the 
Anglo-Jvish writers had was _ lawlessness. 
Yeats, for instance, seemed to find beauty 


id passion as such, irrespective of its direc. 


tion, and placed power mainly in the imagina- 
tion. 


GAELIC LITERATURE 


Gaelic literature possessed a large body of 
religious writing. While those works breathed 
a depth of feeling and spiritual gps they 
lacked, he was told, the thought which was 
found in, say, continental countries. Religious 
cousclousness coloured the intellectual life of 
their people, permeating their outlook an 
judgment. Any literature that claimed to be 
rish should aim at appealing to that con- 
sciousness. It was on the reasoned accept- 
ance of the Catholic tradition that the true 
future of Anglo-Irish literature lay.

TRIBUTE TO DR. YEATS 


Proposing the resolution, “That the 
auditor deserves the best thanks of the 
Society for his address,” Mr. T. 8. Eliot, 
editor of the Criterion, said that he was in 
agreement with the speaker that the next 
generation in Irish ‘literature had a difficult 
task before it, and that it could not simply 
take its direction or main interests from. the 
men who had made Irish literature for the 
last forty years. 

Paying a tribute to Mr. W. B. Yeats, Mr. 
Eliot said. that he-knew what the poet had 
done for poetry and drama in general in the 
last thirty or forty years. 

“I would find it difficult to believe that a 
man who has heen, and who is to-day,’ the 
greatest living master of verse in the English 
language; has not ‘thereby done something 
for his own country also. During the first 
years of the century he was the only poet J 
can remember who was doing any serious 
work for the English language. After the 
abortive movement of the nineties England 
suffered from a kind of poetic in-breeding 
‘which lead to’ sterility, while America at

A few couples went on 
with another fox and he provided a short 
woodland hunt before we started on the long

WOMEN IN INDUSTRY 


SUGGESTED HOUSES FOR 
BRIDES 


- 


Speaking on “ Wages and Women in In- 
dustry ” at a meeting held under the political 
wing of the Insh Women Workers’ Union, 
at 48 Fleet strect, Dublin, last night, Mr. 
Kamon Lynch, Secretary, Irish Trade Union 
Congress, said that the Conditions of Em- 
ployment Bill established no new principle. 
In it Mr. Lemass had done nothing more than 
to re-establish a principle which the Kings 
of England had intreduced in the thirteenth 
century At the same time it was the first 
legislative enactment of any importance in 
modern times to give legal enforcement to 
wages. 

This development might easily prove a 
danger to the trade union movement. 

Dealing with the position of women in in: 
dustry, he said that workshop or industrial 
legislation had in all countries been concerned 
to give a greater measure of protection to 
women than to men. This is for the most 
part on the grounds that women engaged in 
industrial employment, especially of a 


' manual nature, are exposed to special dangers 


which not only threaten the individuals, but 
might also have disastrous consequences for 
future generations. As the working woman 
usually has domestic tasks to perform in addi- 
tion to her industrial work, there would be a 
grave danger that her health would be 
ruined through overwork if she was employed 
on the same basis as the male worker. 

The powers given to the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce under this bill to pro- 
hibit the employment of women existed else- 
where only under Fascism. 


MORE AND BETTER HOUSES 

Miss H. Chenevix said that the first de- 
mand of the political wing of the Irish 
Women Workers’ Union was more and better 
houses, The Government had done a great 
deal in this direction, but there was as great 
a need for houses as ever. 

Miss L. Bennett spoke on “A Special 
Housing Scheme for Brides.’’

PPOSING the granting of bail to Ber- 
O nard J. McGilly, agent at 

ssurance Compa who was charged 
at Clones District son k yesterday with 
series of embezzlements and forging death 
certificates and receipts, Mr. J. J. bac 
State Solicitor, said that he did so because of 
the gravity of the offences and the amount 
of moncy involved. 

The course of investigation, he said, dis- 
closed that there were as many as forty-four 
forged death certificates and eight charges of 
embezzlement, representing only a fraction »f 
the damage perpetrated by the accused man 
during a number of years. So far the State 
had only been able to group eight typica! 
charges, selected out of offences arising from 
the accused man’s duties as insurance agent. 
The accused man resided in the town sf 
Clones, quite close to the border, so that 
danger arose that he might abscond out of 
the Free State. 

Continuing, Mr. Keenan said that he hal 
been informed that the accused man’s own 
surety would be worthless, as he had no 
Visible means. 

Mr. Lavery, D.J., after hearing a few wit- 
nesses, remanded the accused man for a week 
on £5,000 bail, made up of four sureties of 
£500 and prisoner’s own bail of £1,000. Ona 
subsequent application the bonds of the four 
sureties were reduced by one half.

Some advice to Irish book collectors was 
iven im a lecture delivered by Mr. M. 
McManus to the Dublin Literary Society last 


night. 

% Ireland, he said, the field of book col- 
lecting was almost untilled, and bibliophiles 
in this country ought to find their quarry 
among such names as Swift, Berkeley, Edge- 
worth, Carleton, Mangan, and Yeats. He 
showed the audience a copy of an old novel, 
‘‘Belmont Castle,” written by Wolfe Tone, 
in conjunction with two friends, and said 
that another book of Tone’s which every 
Irish collector should watch for was the first 
edition of Tone’s autobiography, published at 
Washington, in two volumes, in 1826. ., 

“Poems of the Revolutionary Brotherhood 
—Thomas MacDonagh, Padraic Pearse, 
Joseph Plunkett, and Sir Roger Casement, 
edited by Padraic Colum,’’ Mr. McManus 
thought was very suitable for the Irish col- 
lector’s shelves. It was published immediately 
after the rebellion, and contained the best 
works of the four great literary figures of 
the struggle. ‘‘ Poems and;Ballads of Young 


Ireland,”” a copy of which Mr. McManus 
exhibited, was, he said, published by Gill 
in 1888, edited by T. W. Rolleston. It was 


a mark of the beginning of the Celtic 
renaissance, for it contained four poems by 
W. B. Yeats, his first appearance in a book. 
Other books which the lecturer showed 
were a publication of the terms of the broken 
Treaty of Limerick, printed in Dublin in 
1692, and a first edition of Mitchel’s ‘‘ Jail 
Journal,” published in New York, The only 
difficulty of the collector who had a genuine 
feeling for literature was in recognising the 
first editions when he saw them, but there 
were bibliophiles who would help them in 
the acquiring of the necessary kno-vledge.

“A great writer, a great frishwoman,” 
was the description of the late Lady Augusta 
Gregory, given Mr. Lennox Robinson, 
laywright, author, director of the Abbey 

eatre, and close friend of Lady Gregory 
for over quarter of a century, in the course 
of a talk broadcast from the Athlone and 
Dublin Station last night. 

Very graphically, Mr. Lennox Robinson 
described his meeting twenty-six years ago— 
almost to the day—Lady Gre in the 
Nassau Hotel, Nassau street, whither he had 
come to discuss with Mr, W. B. Yeats some 
reorganisation of the Abbey Theatre. She 
was then a small, elderly woman, and it was 
curious that she never seemed to grow older, 
until perhaps a year or two before her death, 
twenty-three years after that first meeting. 
Her first words to him were: “Mr. Yeats 
has just done such a wonderful thing. He 
has put his prose play, ‘Golden Helmet,’ into 
rhyming verse; it is beautiful.” Later he 
was to , Rov how characteristic it was of her 
to rejoice in the work of other Irish writers, 
especially - when they were young and 
struggling. Her affection for Padraic Colum, 
her deep admiration for Sean O'Casey, were 
examples that sprang to mind. Her long 
friendship with Mr. Yeats was part of their 
Irish literary history—his lovely book, ‘‘ The 
Wind Among the Reeds,’’ might never have 
been finished but for her encouragement. 

It might seem natural, said Mr. Robinson, 
that when he thought of Lady Gregory it 
should be as he saw her in the iis 
Theatre, where she worked for so many 
years, or sitting in the stalls watching the 
play, or in the green room chatting with the 
actors, or in the office transacting business ; 
but instead he saw her in his mind’s eye in 
her home at: Coole Park, welcoming her 
guests, moving round her library, or walking 
in the garden. May be that was not strange, 
for it was at Coole that their Irish theatre 
was born. Without her patriotis.n and energy 
Mr. Yeats’s play, ‘‘ The Countess Kathleen, '' 
would have been produced in London, and 
Mr. Edward Martyn’s play, ‘‘The Heather 
Field,” in Germany; she diverted them to 
Dublin and the Antient Concert Rooms. 
When she asked Mr. Yeats what she could do 
to help the dramatic movement he could sug- 
om nothing, for she did not discover until 


- 


wright ; but during those early years her in- 
domitable will kept the movement together. 
She was working with a difficult team; it 
needed good horsemanship to drive George 
Moore and W. B. Yeats in tandem... Yet 
she kept them together until the Fays came, 
and the movemént took a different turn and 
George Moore dropped out. 


CAUSES OF FAILURE 


I can think of no Irish woman-writer with 
whom she can be compared; she towers over 
them all, he said, and briefly referred to such 
pag: pore of stage craft as ‘‘ Spreading the 
News, ‘‘ Hyacinth Halvey,”’ etc. To herself 
she was “Cos á and often to those with 
whom she worked, but to the characters she 
created she showed a great gentleness. It 
was hard to recall any out-and-out villain in 
her plays. There were some weak characters 
and rascals, but always some twist or ador- 
able foible made them lovable in spite of 
weakness. She learned much from Moligre. 
When she did not quite succeed in a play she 
failed because of the exuberance of her gifts : 
she did not realise that sometimes for dra- 
matic reasons one must speak tersely and to 
the point. 

Widowed, early she always dressed in black 
and in the evenings wore a black mantilla, 
with one lovely jewel pinned on her breast. 
She had the most beautiful brown eyes he 
had ever seen, and in appearance reminded 
him of Queen Victoria. Never wealthy, 
utterly simple in habits, she was yet a great 
lady. She loved her country people in Gal- 
way, she loved hér home and its woods, and 
she loved the Abbey Theatre. | 

Year after year she worked with that 
theatre—players might come and go, producers 
be changed, Lady Gregory stayed on in Ire- 
land as variable as the Pole star. Around 
her the Abbey Theatre revolved. There were 
many periods of doubt and discouragement, 
but she never wavered. .She held fast. She 
would have liked to have spent most of her 
time at Coole but personal feelings must 
never come fivsi, and if the theatre needed 

er she must be there. Bernard Shaw once 
called her “the charwoman of the Abbey 
Theatre,” meaning that so much unpleasant 
work fell to her, She had to fight her fellow- 
countrymen over ‘The Playboy,” fight 
Dublin Castle and the Lord Lieutenant over 
‘The Shewing w of Blanco Posnet,' and 
enter many a smaller controversy against her 
inclination, but not against her sense of duty. 

Her interests were not confined to the 
Abbey Theatre. She grew interested in the 
Gaelic language and in the rich folk lore of 
her district, and learned enough Gaelic to 
translate Dr.-Hyde’s plays. One of her love- 
liest books, half folk-lore and half history, 
was ‘‘ Poets and Dreamers.’’ She had the 
satisfaction of following the meteoric career 
of her nephew, Hugh Lane, and had helped 
to turn his mind to pictures, and the task 
was laid —e her of making the codicil of 
his will effective and bringing back from 
London the Lane pictures. She worked in 
vain for fifteen years at that task, and it 
must have fretted her at the end that she 
had to die while they were still captive in 
London. Her only child, her son, was a 
painter of remarkable distinction, and his 
early death during the war was a great 
artistic loss to Ireland. 

She never paraded her politics, but she was 
cór ng the core, aud her love of Ireland was 
written across every e she wrote. Durin 
the Black-and-Tan ees she wrote EC se 
for important English weeklies, describing 
the atrocities committed in the name of 
English freedom in her own districts, and 
oné night in Dublin, leaving the Abbey 
Theatre after a performance, there came a 
volley of shots from a lorry; people threw 
themselves on the ground, and a man shouted 
to her: *‘ Lie down, Lady Gregory.” Instead 
she drew herself a little more erect, and said 
as loudly as she could, “Up, the Rebels.”’ 

Mr. Robinson concluded his talk by reading 
a poem, ' The Old Woman Remembers,’’ to 
show that even in the blackest days Lady 
Gregory never lost faith in her country.

The Court allowed an appeal which was 
brought on behalf of J. Maher-Loughnan, of 
Wellington road, Cork, a defendant in an old 
ejectment action, in which Eugene O’Sulli- 
van, of Killarney, was the plaintiff, from an 
order of the High ig refusing the appel- 
lant’s application for liberty to isstie execu- 
tion on foot of a judgment of the High Court 
of 10th July, 1924, declaring him entitled to 
his costs. : 

It was stated that the costs had not been 
taxed until 29th August, 1933, and that owing 
to the lapse of time the appellant could not 
proceed to execution without the leave of the 
Court. The High Court, having heard re- 
presentations that the taxation of costs due 
to: the plaintiff in litigaion would result in 
a larger amount being due by the defendant 
to the plaintiff than the amount which it was 
sought to execute against the plaintiff, refused 
liberty to execute. 

The Supreme Court held that this was not 
a sufficient answer to the appellant’s claim, 
and that at the time of the hearing of the 
case there was no proper set off to the claim. 
The High Court was not entitled to set off 
absolutely speculative amounts against a 
taxed bill before it.

"The hearing was continued of the applica- 
tion of Robert J. Wood, formerly of Bawna- 
shanaclough, County Cork, and now oí 
Nunfield House, Newington, Sittingbourne, 
Kent, to make absolute a conditional order of 
certiorari directed to the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health and the West 
Jork Board of Health, to bring into the High 
Court to be quashed, an order under the 
Labourers Act, made by the Board and con- 
firmed by the Minister, acquiring compulsorily 
part of the lands of Bawnashanaclongh, con- 
taining one acre and ten perches, on which 
it was proposed to build a labourer’s cottage. 

The applicant’s contention was that the only 
access from the public road to the plot was 
through an avenue leading to the site of his 
residence, which had been burned down daring 
the troubled period, and that the propose 
cottage would interfere with the amenities of 
the residence if the residence was re-built. 

In the cause shown against making the 
conditional order absolute it was stated that 
a farmer residing behind the prosecutor's 
ruined residence had a right-of-way over the 
avenue, while Timothy O’Donovan, for whom 
it was proposed to build the cottage, gave 
evidence at the inquiry that he and others 
had for years been using the avenue leading 
to the burned house. ; 

Mr. Michael Binchy, K.C., and Mr. J. J. 
Kavanagh (instructed by Mr. J. Travers 
Wolfe) appeared for the applicant; Mr. Gavan 
Duffy, K.C., and Mr. W. P. Fay (instructed 
by the Chief State Solicitor) for the Minister 
for Local. Government; and Mr, W. O’B. 
Fitzgerald (instructed by Mr. M. V. Harring- 
ton) for the West Cork Board of Health. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, for the Minister, sub- 
mitted that the applicant’s case, as made on 
affidavit, was unsatisfactory, and said that 
it was not definitely stated that no right-of- 
way existed on the laneway or avenue which 
would give access to the proposed cottage. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the affidavits 
on the other side were also unsatisfactory. 
There should have been an affidavit from the 
farmer living behind the applicant’s ruined 
residence, who claimed a right-of-way along 
the avenue. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that he had such an 
affidavit, and asked the Court for permission 
to put it in now. 

he Court, by a majority, refused to accep 
the affidavit. 

Mr. W. O’B. Fitzgerald, on behalf of the 
West Cork Board of Health, supported the 
contention, on behalf of the Minister, that no 
certiorari lay in tha case. 

The further hearing was adjourned until

With a substantial reduction in supplies 
here this week trade moved in a heatthier 
and firmer tone. There was a good attendance 
of buyers,, especially in shipping interests, 
and in this direction it appears that most 
drafts of stock taken last week proved gener- 
ally remunerative, especially those for cross- 
Channel centres, and renewed energy in busi- 
ness was again noticeable in this direction this 
week. Local victuallers were early, but 
cautious bidders, and m their hesitancy failed 
to secure many of the plums, especially nicc, 
handy weight bullocks, which were rather 
scarce—in fact, insufficient for requirements. 
Heifers appeared to form the bulk of supplies ; 
but with quality well up to standard fos 
season. Sales were put through quickly at 
firm to occasionally dearer rates for the prime 
finished article. In dealing witn the rougher 
element of things some salesmen found it more 
dificult to clear; but, taking market on the 
whole, there was a good clearance effected 
at the following satisfactory prices :—Best 
bullocks and heifers 22s. to 24s., extra around 
25s. 6d. per cwt.; useful secondary sorts 
20s. to 21s., and rougher around 19s. There 
was a smaller but good show of beef cows, 
which attracted more attention from buyers, 
who bid freely for the nice young heifer type 
at firmer values, in fact, there was plenty 
of buyers for everything on offer, with values 
still tending upwards. Shippers were early 
on the track for suitable bulls, which proved 
insufficient for requirements at stiffer terms. 
Best young cows 15s. to 17s. per cwt., others 
10s. to 14s., and bulls 15s. to 17s. 


SHEEP. 


Notwithstanding that supplies were under 
average, there was little, 1f any, change to 
note in business here this week. In opening 
sales local victuallers were good bidders for 
suitable wethers and ewes, which formed a 
very small proportion of the 4,940 entries ; but 
hoggets for shipment were again cautiously in- 
quired for, only those of small or medium 
weight being placed to previous money. In 
a general way market proved more tedious to 
get through, which was mainly due to the 
wg quality offered. It is complained much of 

victuallers, too, that although many pens 
of sheep handle fairly satisfactorily, they do 
not kill well or up to approximate dead 
reckoning. In the circumstances a clearance 
was difficult to effect around the following 
prices :—Prime mutton 7d. to 8d. per Ib., 
useful quality around 64d., and rougher 54d. 


DAIRY CATTLE. 


There were 175 milch beasts offered on 
this market, or a decrease of 34 head on pre- 
vious numbers. In point of quality the show 
was just moderate, Good, attendance of 
buyers, and a sil trade was experienced 
for really tip-top heifers in milk, the right 
sort fetching 10s. to 20s. per head more than 
previously. Cows generally showed little 
change in values when dealing with the suit- 
able article; but smalls, etc., again dragged 
from opening to a late close, when values were 
still on the low mark, Best cows £12 10s. to
